NEGROES CHAMPIONED 
& BY MARTIN B. MADDEN

The colored people of St. Louis 
; ' anil of the whole country remember 
the great speech made for them in 
the United States Congress on Feb- 
ruary 4th, 1914, by Honorable X. C 
Dyer. This speech was made by Con- 
gressman Dyer at the time the Im 
migration Bill was being discussed in 
Congress. That speech was pub- 
lished in full in/ our paper some 
months ago. I*"also has been pub 
lished in (he leading 'colored papers 
all over the United States, Mr. Dyer 
was unseated on June I°th last by 
a brutal partisan: Democratic ma j or . 
ity. However, the peijtf • of the 13th 
District re-elected Mm;'"bV a large 
majority last November and he will 
lake his seat again in the O jtt Con- 
gress on the 4th of the coming March. 
Since June 19th last aud until the 
4th of March.jie ia defr*-- 1 - "- '•'" 
scat, and a PtMMMjMt'i 
~- elected, is thus" us'urpin. 

Daring the rest of this' Congress an4* 
until the 4th of March Mr. Dyer*** 3 
not have a voice, bnt when the Im- 
migration Bill came back- to the 
Mouse from the Senate a few days 
l ago. Congressman Madden, a Repub- 
lican, from Chicago, took Mr. Dyer's 
place in defense and in praise of the 
colored people. Likewise was it the 
Democrats who again attacked our 
race. The occasion of this renewed 
debate in Congress upon the Immi- 
gration Bill grew out of the fact that 
while it was pending in the Senate 
an amendment was added to it de- 
priving our race of being permitted 
to immigrate to the United States. 
The amendment also would prevent 
our people from leaving the United 
States and returning The one who 
championed and introduced this un- 
just amendment to the Immigration 
Bill was United Stales Senator James 
A. Reed, of Missouri, also a Demo- 
crat. The main purpose was to insult 
and humiliate our people. 

Below- we publish the speech ol 
Congressman Madden: 
""Mr. Speaker, beginning on line 8, 
-* pag« *\ " f H. R. 6060. the Immigra- 
tion ■■Bi!'. passed by the'House at "lhe 
last session of Congress and reported 
to the House from the Senate on 
Tuesday, provides — 

"'That alter four months irom the 
*' approval of this act, in addition to 
the aliens who are by law now ex- 
cluded from admission into the 
United States, the following persons 
also be excluded from admission 
thereto, to-wit: All members of the 
African or black race.' 

"This language would seem to 
make it impossible for a Negro, a 
citizen of the United States, to re- 
enter this country if he happened to 
be abroad for any reason. 

"This is the most drastic legisla- 
tion 1 have «ea seen proposed. It 
is discrimination of a kind that can 
■ot be justified. 

"Mr. Speaker, the possession of 
power should be naed with, great 
cart. We. never ought to use power 
nnju»*J.-i, Um who have power can 
afford" to be. jnjt It would he Ml-, 
just beyond measure to adopt this 
amendment to the immigration law. 
One-tenth of the American people 
are of the black race, and no peopk 
in all the. world's history has ever 
been more loyal to . a Government 
than have these people to this. (Ap- 
plause.) 

"So other race numbering 10,000,- 
000 of the nation's population would 

submit to the indignities that have 
been imposed upon these people- Un- 
der this amendment citizens of Amer- 
ica of African blood would be exclud- 
ed from the right to return to Amer- 



ica's shores. They have lived here 
for 250 years. They did not .come 
here of their own .record. They have 
fought in every battle in which the 
nation has been engaged. They have 
given their life blood for the preserva- 
tion of the Union; they fought at 
New Orleana with Gen. jackson,-«a«I 
in the Civil War 350,000 of these men 
volunteered that the Nation might be 
saved. They fought in 449 engage- 
ments, and left 38,000 on the field ot 
battle, in order that wc here today 
might live in a country protected by 
a single flag;. (Applause.) 

"There are not many of these peo- 
ple who come Irom abroad, not more 
than 5,000 a year, and most of them 
are English subjects. It is a ques- 
tion whether, if you adopt this amend- 
ment, you arc not going to bring 
this country into international com- 
plications. 

"The amendment operates against 
Christianity. American missionaries 
are ' sending large sums of money 
Aroad in order that they may edu- 
cate and Christianize the people of 
Africa, and they frequently select 
young men and young women to 
come to Araerica to be educated, in 
order that they, may .go back home 
ind educate their own people. If this 
ffl/jpy fl ** adopted, that can ocr 
no longer, and *we~"w&oldr Base 
put our ' stamp' of - approval on the 
lack of opportunity to a down-trod- 
den race of people, whose loyalty to 
the Government has sever been qncs- 

"Amcrica has always made the 
proud boast of being just to the down- 
trodden of alt the world. Gentle- 
men, only a short time ago we passed 
a law in this House to give self-gov- 
ernment to the Filipino. Are we to 
be less just to the Negro, a race of 
people who have stood by the Gov- 
ernment under which we live and for 
which we speak today during all its 
struggles for liberty? Are we to 
place burdens upon this race of peo- 
ple that are not imposed upon any 
other people of the earth? They 
ought to be given equal opportunity 
with every other race to come here. 
They are loyal and law-abiding, and 
have made more progress since the 
close of the Civil War than any' other 
people in all history. They are en- 
gaged in all the pursuits that makr 
for prosperity, they are engaged in 
agriculture, in banking, in the manu- 
factures, in everything that makes the 
country gj««t, and yet .ynii. by tjic 
adoption of this amendment placed in 
the immigration law by the Senate 
would eaclude the people of African 
blood from coming to America's 
shores, and thereby humiliate 10,000,- 
000 loyal American citizens and place 
the stamp of inferiority upon them. 
I, plead with you. Members of the 
House, to open your hearts and do the 
thing that is just; and justice in this 
case can not be meted out except by 
the defeat of this amendment. Sure- 
ly the American Congress is too 
great, too sympathetic too just to en- 
act such legislation as this. ' (Ap- 
plause.)" 

-The above speech of Congressman 
Madden, a Republican, was taken 
from the Congressional Record, word 
for word, of date Tan 7. We publish 
it to show the benefit to be had by 
selecting such men as L. C. Dyer and 
Martin B. Madden to represent us In 
Congress. " The blTJ referred to was 
passed by a Democratic House and 
Senate and la up to (be President for 
his signature. Congressman Quinn of 
Mississippi made a damaging reply 
to Mr. Madden and was supported by 
Borland and Reed of Kansas City.

How. much 
Christians need to pray for their pas- 
tors, for the Sunday school teachers 
or their children, and. above all. for 
themselves, that the uoctlon of the 
Holy One may rest upon them aa they 
witness for Christ, that their testi- 
mony may beget tn others the new 
life through faith In blm. 

The Second Adam. 
II. Bui the (eit luggeBtB that the 
birth of Christ In the aoul would be 
Impossible had not Christ himself 
been born Into the world. Our nat- 
ural man could bare to existence 
without a natural progenitor, and this 
Is equally clear of our spiritual or 
regflnerated man. Why is Christ 
called In Scripture tbe second Adam, 
If not that tie was, so to speak, a new 
starting point for man. "the pure 
spring of a redeemed nice"? This 
doer not mean merely that be was 
the purest noblest and best man who 
ever lived, but that In bis humanity 
he was much more than any other 
man from Adam down. Id a certain 
sense bumanity was reborn In the 
rnnnger at Belhlehflm. Rert^rnrioon 
begins by a new birth In the race 
which includes nil men, at least to 
this degree, that in Christ dwells 
potentially alt tfiat all men need. 
There la now a chance, which but 
for the Incarnation ot Christ never 
could have been, that each of us may 
become regenerated and begin onr 
Uf* ore* sgalD. 

But In speaking of tbe humanity ot 
Christ it must be kept in mind that 
In his person there was united the 
two natures, the human and the di- 
vine. Christ was man, but also he 
was God. We are unable to under- 
stand this mystery, but we accept It 
by faltb on abundant testimony, while 
we adore and praise him that of his 
fullness all we may receive, and grace

Birth of Christ In the Soul. 
III. Just as the Holy Ghost was 
Instrumental In the birth of Christ 
Into the world, so Is he necessary to 
tbe birth of Christ In the soul.

Roast Rabbit. 
Empty, skin nnil thoroughly wash 
the rabbit; wipe It dry. line tho Inside 
with sausage meat and forcemeat (the 
latter of bread crumbs, well seasoned 
and worked up). Sew the staffing in- 
side, skewer bach tbe bead between 
tho shoulders, cut oH the fore Joints of 
the shoulders and legs, bring them 
cloae to the body and secure them by 
means of a skewer. Wrap the rabbit 
in buttered paper, keep It well baated. 
and a few minutes before It Is done re- 
move the paper, flour and froth It and 
let It acquire a nice brown color. It 
should -be done in three-quarters of an 
hour. Take out the akewera and serve 
with brown gravy snd red currant 
telly- To bake tbe rabbit proceed in 
ibe same manner as above; In a good 
oven It will take about the same 
as roasting. Most cooks garnish the 
rabbit with slices of lemon and serve 
up with currant Jelly. Sometimes the 
head Is cut off before sending to the 
table, but this la a matter of Individual

Recipe, That Has Not B*sn Impravad 



Pratt for this should be prepared 
lit advance as follows: Six cupfuli of 
currants, washed, dried and picked. 
Three capful* sultana raisins, three 
eupfuln of citron cut In Ana strips, one- 
half cupful candled lemon peel, two 
oupfuls of almonds blanched and cat 
In shreds. In a warm bowl mix four 
eupfuln ot butter and four cupfuU of.

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THE QUESTION OF BREAD AND WORK 

The Federal Government is about to open a labor bureau and 
make an effort to secure work for the unemployed. This is a step 
in the right direction. 

Every moral and industrious man and woman in this country 
has the right to enough to eat and has the right to labor. We lay 
that down as a principal, no matter what political or social theory 
it may seem to contradict. 

If in all this land there is a moral and industrious man or wom- 
an who has not enough to eat, it is because somebody else has more 
than his share. God spreads His table three times a day all around 
the earth, and there is plenty on it for the fourteen hundred mill- 
ions of the human race; and more than plenty for the ninety odd 
millions in these United States. But the trouble is that a greedy 
few sieze the platters of meat, and the dishes of fruit and the 
plates of bread, and having satisfied their own hunger, they put the 
rest into their pockets, leaving thousand to rise from God'» table 
unfed. 

Just so long as a few thousand families own most of the land, 
and a few thousand individuals control most of the money, and a 
few corporations control most of the labor of this land, there are 
going to be a great many people without work and without food. 

So we are glad that the Federal government is showing some 
interests in the matter. It is a big question and if Uncle Sam can- 
not, or will not settle it. there is one Being in the universe who 
can; and settle it He will! The politicians North and South were 
busy dozens of years, studying how to get rid of American slavery; 
and th*y discussed, and argued and figured, and accomplished 
nothing. Then God rose in His majesty to settle. the question and 
the work was done. Hut one million five hundred thousand brave 
men dropped in their graves. 

Whether it will call for a greater or a less sacrifice of human 
life, or no sacrifice at all, to settle this question of hunger and no 
work, we cannot tell, But this we do know: that if somebody does 
not settle it soon, the Almjghjy will! 

Hunger is a dangerous things to have around. It is a wild 
beast that cannot be chained by promises and investigating com- 
mittees and council. /( wont* bread. It does not ask for charity. 
but work. 

The ladies and gentlemen of the reign of Louis XV and Louis

The 
angry, hungry mob broke open the doors and the discussion ended 
History has a way of respecting itself!

GOV. COLE BLEASE RESIGNS 

Offer is Promptly Accepted by- Sen- 
ate; Had Pardoned More 
Than t.BOO Convicts. 

Columbia, S. C, Jan. IB, — Gov. Cole 
U Blease, whose term of office will 
expire Tuesday of next week, filed 
his resignation with the secretary of 
state. 

The resignation, transmitted to the 
senate, was Immediately accepted. 
Lieutenant-Governor Smith took the 
oath for the unexpired term. 

No reason for the governor's action 
was given In His resignation, which 
contained only the words: "I hereby 
resign my office* as governor of South 
Carolina. '; 

Since Blease became governor four 
years ago he has freed 1,674 prisoners. 
On Jan. 9 ho issued full pardons to 
1,500 of these, whom he previously 
had paroled. On Jan. 11 be signed 
an order disbanding the militia of 
South Carolina. He bad stated that 
on next Saturday he would free the 
few remaining: convicts In the penl- 
tenlary.

The now Impoverished and 
overridden Israelites, who had enjoyed 
prosperity after their former deliver- 
anee. had again done evil and most 
Bret Judge their ain and obey the Voiee 
Of Jehovah before they could receive 
a message of hope and deliverance 
through one ot Jehovah's prophets. 
God's Call to Gldsoo. _ 
aeon In Prayer, w. 11-13. That 
the "angel of Jehovah' waa a mani- 
festation of Jehovah la dear from a 
careful reading of yerat IS. There the 
first use of the word lord" la not cap- 
italised, whereas In e second In- 
stance it is car'tallsed This angel 
waa a foreshadowing a the Incarna- 
tion In Jesus of Nstaretb. He la clearly 
Identified with Jehovah (eee Judges 
1:1, 1; Gen. 16:10, 18, R. V-). It was 
thus that Abraham saw "my day" 
(John 3:56). "The angel of the Lord" 
at no time appears after Jesus came, 
as the rtrruwd text shows. The no- 
madic Mldianltes brought ruin to Is- 
rael as the bitter fruit of its sin. Then 
was uttered the cry for relief (Pa. ISO). 
The father of Gideon la passed by; tor 
he waa a worshiper of Baal (y. SB). 
They who bear the vessels of the Lord, 
those through whom he works, must 
hare clean hands. God's call to Gid- 
eon came to him (I) while he waa 
alone, aa he waa threshing wheat In 
the hiding place of a winepress, for 
be dare not thresh In the customary 
open place of a threshing floor. This 
call came to him (1) aa he waa faith- 
fully performing hia duty, that one 
nearest hie hand (v. 11, Ex. S:l, 
Luke 2:8. 9). 

II. Gideon In Doubt, w. 1S-10. Old- 
eon's thought must hare been one ot 
amasement aa well as of doubt, 
question, "Why then Is all this befaV 
leu usT' was a most natural one and 
one that men even now are asking 
when they are in great trout!". Suf- 
fering and misery areftiot all to be laid 
at God's door, though he permit it, but 
chiefly at the door of sin (Ps. 77:7-3; 
las. i»:l, S). It la possible that Gid- 
eon had not yet recognised his heav- 
enly visitor (cf. v. 21). The name 
Gideon means "Hewer" or "Treefeller" 
and Indicates, aa all eastern names do, 
something of his personal character 
or appearance. Hence the significance 
of v. 14. The Lord in the person of 
the angel looked upon him and said, 
■eeing all of bis natural qaaliflcatfbiia, 
but with the emphasis upon the "I"— 
"Go In thy might . . . nave not I 
sent theer 

Gideon Waa the Agent. 
I'l. Gidson Assured, w. 33-35, Gid- 
eon's flnt act on being assured of this 
heavenly communication waa one of 
worship (tv. 17-JB). His second one 
was to take ten picked men and over- 
throw the altar to Baal, thereby dem- 
onstrating the Impotence of Baal and 
the futility of calling upon him for 
deliverance. The tribesmen at once 
light upon him as having performed 
this act and demand bis death from 
Joeah, his father, who suema to have 
been a sort of caretaker of the Idol 
(v. IS). These same men later become 
Gideon's enthusiastic followers (w. 
Se. SS). Gideon thus translated theory 
into action and gained confidence. It 
waa one man against the community. 
and to further rebuke them he erected 
an altar to Jehovah (v. 38). 

IV'. Gideon's Caution, vv. 3640. Spur- 
geon said that he never entered his 
pulpit to preach without trembling, 
and Gideon would have been more 
than human, even after assembling his 
army, had he been absolutely free from 
doubts. We should never place an 
"If before any of God's promises, and 
Jeans reprimanded those of his day 
when they demanded a "sign." (won- 
der), bet Gideon proved his heroism 
in part by his caution. Gideon waa 
afraid of himself bat waa sure of God. 
Once assured of God's leading he was 
willing to lead Sou men against the 
overwhelming force of hia enemies. If 
snch a demand waa a weakness God 
dealt with It with marvelous patience 
and tenderness, jtut u he condescends 
to treat our weaknesses. Tbe vary life 
of the nation Is at stake, everything de- 
pen..- upon ..ideon'* success or failure.

WITH FLAVOR OF BANANA 

Omelet That la Somewhat Different 

Pram the Kind Ordinarily 

Served. 

To make a three-egg banana omelet, 
separata the yolks and whites of three 
egga and beat each aeparately.' It la 
easier to manage If one of the white* 
la left out; Beat tho whites to a stiff 
froth and season with a pinch of salt 
and a pinch of sugar. 

In the meantime have In the frying 
pan over a gaa burner, turned down 
almost to Its lowest place, two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar spread over the 
bottom, except around the outer Inch, 
and on top of this on* banana out In 
very thin slice*. 

As the sugar commences to boll and 
the banana to brown, lift from lire and 
Vim each slice of banana After this 
ha* cooked a little on the turned side, 
pour In the beaten yolks, and prick 
them while they set. as In the case 
any omelet. Then apread the white* 
over them, and let cook about three 
minute* longer before folding and/' 
serving. 

Just before the yolk Is put to cook 
some butter may be added, about a 
teaspooatul, but. If carefully handled, 
this will not be needed. The difficulty 
la In keeping the sugar from burning, 
if Just caramelized. It is delicious. 



Care of Brass. 
All brass beds, brass handles and 

hardware uaed on furniture are lao- 
to keep tSem from oildlifng. 
The Teaa this lacquer la rubbed, the 
longer It will last.. If a good bras* bed 
la wiped off frequently with a perfect- 
ly clean, soft piece of cbeescloth no 
other, polishing will be ueceasary. 
When the lacquer does wear off aod 
the bras* becomes dull, the, proper 
thing to do la to send It to a good fac- 
tory to be rebuffed and relacquered. 
Once In a while a brass bed may be 
wiped with a soft sponge wet with 
■lightly soapy water, wiped again with 
a clean water and then dried Immedi- 
ately with aoft cheesecloth or a very 
fine piece of chamois akin. 

If you drop acid on your clothe* tbe 
Immediate application of ammonia will 
prevent damage. 



Homemade Washer. 
To wash heavy things such 
quilts and comforters often means 
much back-breaking lifting. One 
housekeeper Ingeniously devised 
method of lightening her dlfflcultlu. 
When she had put her heavy piece* 

Into the tub and soaked them welt 
aha took an ordinary lard pall and 
triads uae of It for a suction washer, 
pushing It, npalde down, on the thing*, 
thus drawing tbe soapy water through 
them, i When they were clean she lift- 
ed them, without wringing them, bung 
them on the line and poured fresh 
tar over them to rinse them. Tbta 
made them a* clean, abe found, a* If 
she had tired herself out. »Jtb rubbing 



Pot Roastt 
Here la my pot roast: Into a basin 
put a layer of al Iced onions, one of 
sliced potatoes and a layer of chopped 
or sliced cold mutton or lamb (end of 
your laat roast). Continue until tulL 
Now add salt and a red pepper. Now 
cover top with potatoes cut In halves, 
which will roast a pretty brown. Some- 
time* I use a pork roast end the same 
way, only add a little sage to Savor. 



A Paatry Tip. ,» 
To prevent the fruit Juice running 
over Id the oveo when "**H"i plea, 
■prlnkle a little carbonate of soda over 
the fruit before the top crust la pat on. 
This prevents the Juice from running 
over and also leseens tbe acidity of th* 
fruit, so that It will not require so 
much sugar to sweeten It 



Druoden Chocolate Crumb*. 
Mix one cupful stale bread crumba 
with one-half cupful chocolate, two 
tableapoonfula sugar and one-fourth 
teaapoonful salt.
